There has been some grambling among the op-
positlonists, but the proposal s unmistakably
popudar all over France, snd It cannot il to
nave o powerful influence in favor of the Govern-
ment at the elections.  We say agnin that the
grent chject of Napoleon ia to trinmph ot the
wiions—to prove once more to Enrope and the
world that France is with him. It s scarcely to
be donbted that his object will be accomplished.
Hiee bhas made hls moves with soch skill that
failire 1s next to impossible. The elections oyer,
will this peace policy continue ?

Thit 18 the question which many minds are
W -]--H'-i_\‘ eking themselves, but which fow
find themselves competent to answer,  We have
anid nlready that Count Bismark is not decoived
by peace manifestations, In the North Germoan
Parlinment, the other day., he moade o spéach
which furnishes us with o key to his thouglits.
A resolution had been introduced by o prominent
member in favor of a responsible ministry for
the Northern Confederation, Count Bismark
opposed the resolution, and in the conrse of his
speech clearly showed that he s not in favor of
too much centralization. His fear was that such
wstep, while it would de-Prussinnize Prussia,
would alienate the sympathies of South Ger-
many. It would deepen and widen the Main
and would practically be shutting the door in
the face of the Southern States.  **The South
German,” he savs, “faces the danger and fights

ke a brave soldier when bhe stands on the
spot where the law hos placed bhim: but if

¢ must risk his person on his own responsi-
Lility, he ponders a long time before he does ™
it is perfoctly manifest from these words, and,
indeed, from the whole tenor of his specch, that
Blsmark has come to the conclusion that Prus-
sia must not be sunk In Germany; thit the unity
of Germany must not be nccomplished by and
through Prussinn ascondancy, bus that the nnicy
and common syvmpathy of the German people
will be more effectually secured by o loose and
easy confederation than by a confederation too
closely united. South Germany, the Count
seems to think, will be u better bulwark to the
North if pot too closely pressed into union. Any
attempt to Prussinnize Germany or to foree a
general union would produce discontent in the
South, and discontent iu the South would beekon
France to the Rhine. This conelusion of the
Count i8 no doubt largely the result of a con-
viction on his part that woar with France isa
liruhnbl]il,\'. How st to unite Germany against
france in the cvent of probable attack Is Bls-
mark's prespnt policy.

This conclugion of the Prussian Prime Minis-
ter is already known in Paris, and M, de la

Valette has alluded to it as o reason for belief in |

the continuance of peace. Much, however, will
depend on the result of the elections. France
may become arrogant and ngereseive, and she
may not. It i= certain that Prussia will not be
the attacking party. The danger is that the be-
Hef may grow that Prussin has sustained a check
in Germany, snd that the ldea of German univy
has been abandoned. Such a belie! becoming
general in Frapee might act as a #pur to the
aggressive tendencies of the French people. 8o
long as *‘the flowery banks of the Rhine” tempt
French cupldity, und so long as it {8 necessary
for the Emperor to humor French vanity, so
long, we fear, must, peace or war Le an open
question. We cannot tell what o duy or an hiour
may bring forth.

NEUTRALITY IN CUBAN AFFAIKRS

If the Cuban demonstration in this city a few
evenings since shall tend to satisty President
Orant how senscless it wonld be for him to fol-
low the advice of Mr, Bumner, nnd make the
Queen's proclamation of May 18, 1861, o casus
bedli, If not apologlzed and atoned for by Eng-
land, it will not have been altogether in valn.
The main object of that weeting was to pro-
mote, by the Federal Government, what Is called
in one of the resclutions “‘recogrizing the Cubun
revolutlonary governient &0 as to secure to lt
the rights of o belligerent nation, t was to
this polut, next the lively interest thi= conntry
has always felt in Cuba, and the purpose never
to let the Island pass into the hande of any other
Furopean vpower, that Mr. MeKean addressed
his remarks. His quatations from Grotius, Hub-
ner, Webster, and Phillimere were apt as to the
right of o pentral nation to judge for itsel!f when
its own Intorests ure so far affoeted by o rebol-
lion na to require s definition by proclamation
of Its relation to the contending partics.

violate It Honest neutrality is of very little
advantnge 1o an insurgent people and very Hittle
injury tu the parent government. It s only o

dishonest neutrality, ke that of England from
1561 onward, which workas the opposite resnlis,
There was o time, however, when Great Brl-
tndn did not permit her territory to be made n
boke and starting point for milltary expeditions
against o frlendly power, and her conduet then
miy b worth the study of President Grant. 1t
was in the struggle betweon Donnn Marla and
her upele, Don Miguel, for the throne of Por-
tnenl, Groeat Britain recognized the former ns
tehtfully gueen, and procialmed neutrality. An
expedition salled from Plymouth, ostensibly {or
Brazil, but, as It alterwards appeared, really for
Terceir, an island belonging to Queen Marin.
When the Government ascertalnad that the ex-
pedition was hostile o Donna Maria, had vio-
Inted English lnw, infringed its nentrality, and
frandnlently eseaped, it despatelied o naval foree
with orders to intercept the expedition and pre-
vent it landing, snd this was done (blank shots
belng unavalling) by firing balls by which per-
sons were killed. 'l.lhl' t'\}'l.‘l“ti‘r” did not land.
The act was brought up in Parlisment, but the
Ministry defended it on the ground that the ex-
pedition was warlike, fitied out fraudulently,
and nentral obligations compelled o preventing
of the disembarkation of the foree. A decided
majority In cach house of Parlinment sustained
the Government.

How strlkingly different was the eonduct of
the Ministry in roference to those Anglo-Rebel
crutsers fitted out in England in yviolation of
internntion and municipal law, and received
with open arms of friendly hospitality in her
ports after their enreer of plunder and denth !

In the affair of the Terceira expedition, the
Duke of Wellington was a part, if not st the
head, of the English Ministry. Will President
Grant follow his example of the way to promptiv
discharge neutral obligations in respect to the
recent Cuban expedition from this port ?

THE MAYOR OF CORK,
From the N, Y. TYmes,

The English Government scoms to be greatly
werplexed as to what to do with the troublesome
Mayvor of Cork, who will persist in abusing Eng-
land, threatening the Government, sympathizing
with Fenians, and making himself gonerally ob-
noxious. He has hitherto carefully abstained
{from bringing himself within the reach of the
lawe @f trenson-felonv, but he has none the less
been o thorn in the side of the British authori-

tles, Cork has been the headquarters of the
Fenian agitation since its commencement.  Its
population I8 notoriously inflammable, and

easily excited to acts of violence against the
“base and brutal Saxon.” and His Worship
the Mayor has certainly been coming it
pretty sirong against the English rule of late.
Ihe matter hoas ot Inst  become serious
enough to demand the attontion of Parlinment,
and o bill has been Introduced by the Attorney-
Genernl for Ireland to remove the Mayvor from
the bench of City Magistrates, of which he s
er-officio ehindrman.  Thisls un extreme step to
take, and though propared by the Gladstone
Ministry, and certain to be supported by a large

majority both of Liberals and Tories, Mr.
Disraell—always tenncions of  constitutional
rights and  prescriptive  customs—seemed  to

doubt as to the strict correctness of the proceed-
ing.

It certainly seems unfortnnate that at the pre-
sent moment, when every offort s being made,
consistently with the nccessary constitutional
and legal formalities, to remove all grounds of
grievance from Irishmen qua Catholics, and
when there 1s little doubt but that next session
will see the passage of a measure designed to
mitigate, it not to remove, the evils of the ex-
isting system of land tenure in Dreland, that a
firebrand like the bellicose Mavor of Cork
should have selzed the occaslon to exeite the
too inflammable feclings of his townsmen, and

to force the English Government
into an attitnde of apparent hostility
towards the sister island, After the senti-

mwents, however, which he expressed at the re-
cent dinner given to two relessed Fenlans, we
do not see how the British Government could he
expected to allow him to retain a seat on a judi-
cial hench from which he might at any momens
be called upon to pronounce o decision in cnses
in which his unconcealed animus against Eng-
lish rule would render him unfit touct asa repre-
sentative of the Crown, It is therefore unfortu-
nate, we repeat, that an affair of this kind should
have occurred just now; but we do not suppose
thas anything beyond local troubles—if any ot
all—are |i'|-irtv to ensue, or, at all events, o se-
riously retard the pacification of Ireland, now
progreesing so happily.

bread. Look through the eountry, and see i
this be not so-—4f there are not thousands in
every direction who depend wpon some rich
man for the work from which they derlve
their subsistence,

(M course, we owa no thanka to most of onr
millionaires for the good they accomplish. They
are looking out for their own interests, and only
promote ours beeause they cannot help it -~ But
wlion we are disposed to murmiuar at their being
permitted to hold so much wealth, it may be of
comfort to us to remember that, after all; they
do not get the excelusive benelit of thelr posses-
sions. They cannot lve in all the houses they
own, nor consmme all the luxaries they control,
bnt they are forced to let others partake with
them.  What they ought to do is to recognize
this fact themselves, and, making o virtug of
necessity, curb their avarice, and govern their
conduct by just and generous prinelples. In
thi= way only can they, with all their riches, be
of use of themselves; whereas, i they take o
contrary course, they are like beasts of burden,
valuable only for their abllity to ewrry loads,
which sooner or later they must lay down for
others to take up,
